APRIL. 


The clean up campaign for the city 


of New Smyrna has been postponed 
for one week and will be conducted 
the first week in April, according to 
plans discussed and made at a meet- 
ing held for that purpose at the pub- 
lic school building Wednesday after- 
noon. 


It was pointed out that there was 


insufficient time to get the plans made 
and the organization perfected for 
next week and if the effort tb clean 
up the town is to be made it should 
lie done in a thorough manner. 


The assistance of the city in making 


the campaign a success has been 


^ promised by Mayor Zipperer, who has 


issued a proclamation calling on all 
citizens to clean up their premises 
and help in the work throughout the 
city as much as possible. 
Through 


the children 
in the public school 


Principal Craven plans to have the 
work carried into every home in the 
city and the children will do every- 
thing possible to assist in the work. 
It Is proposed to have the city divided 
into districts for this campaign and 
two of the older boys of the high 
school will be placed in charge of 
«ach district to direct the work, make 
suggestions and inspections and see 
that their district is well cleaned up 
during the week. 


Property owners and tenants are 


requested to thoroughly clean their 
premises, burn all trash that can be 
burned and place the remainder where 
it. can be hauled away by the city 
teams. Also put kerosene oil on all 
tanks, barrels and other receptacles 
•where water stands, to destroy the 
breeding places of mosquitoes. 
The 


merchants and business men are re- 
quested to clean the back yards and 
alleys in the business district. 


In every, way possible efforts will 


sfcs^aade'ft'arouse the citizens to the 
need of a thorough clean up in the 
city and it is hoped that every person 
in town will lend all the assistance 
possible in the work. 


SHERIFF FINDS STILL 


IN GLENCOE HOUSE 


Friday night Sheriff Morris, accom- 


panied by Deputies Alex Morris and 
H. B. Powell, 
captured a complete 


•distilling outfit at Glencoe, consisting 
of a barrel of buck or brew, a gaso- 
line stove, 
a 15-gallon can of hot 


brew, with the necessary coils and 
piping. 
The still had apparently 


been in operation, but the fire had 
recently gone out or been put out. 
The negro charged with running the 
still lives in New Smyrna, but could 
not be located at the time. 


Sheriff Morris reports that he hears 


of many ice cream freezer distilleries 
being run-' all over the county, but 
that they are rather hard to locate. 
It appears that the "buck" is brewed 
and then frozen. The waste freezes, 
but the alocohl will not do so, and is 
then poured off and used or 
sold. 


This seems to be a more simple way 
of producing alcohol than the old way 
•of distillation, and as there is no law 
against anyone having an ice cream 
freezer in his possession, 
one will 


probably have to be caught in the act 
of making booze in order to secure 
a conviction.—DeLand News.

DELAY ON DAYTONA ROAD 
PROVES EXPENSIVE TO US 


At the last meeting of the board of county commissioners 


it was decided to have the board take over road matters in the 
Daytona special road district and go ahead with the building 
of the east nine miles of the road between Daytona and DeLand. 
It was announced that work on this road would begin at once 
and the people breathed a sigh of relief. 


Then somebody gummed the works and it was announced 


that friction between the Daytona commissioner and the county 
road superintendent threatened to tie the thing up again and 
the beginning of the work was delayed. 


Just how much and what brand of politics has held up 


the building of this road is not fully known by the people of 
the Daytona district, who have .been waiting for'three years 
for this work to be started and have been digging up for in- 
terest on the bonds voted for this purpose. 
The time has 


come, however, when their stock of patience is about exhausted 
and they are demanding action. 


This delay has been expensive, not only to the people of 


the Daytona district, but to the people of the New Smyrna 
special district, as well. 
Inability to drive over the road be- 


tween Daytona and DeLand has thrown all traffic from the 
East Coast to the county seat, interior and west coast points 
over the roads in this district and the result has been that to- 
day this district practically has no roads leading to the county 
seat or the St. Johns river. Politics also played too large a part 
in the construction of the roads in this district. 
With only a 


light surfacing of shell these roads have been unable to stand 
up under the heavy traffic to which they have been subjected, 
now they are practically gone, and we are compelled to pay 
for the building and maintenance of hard surfaced roads which 
we haven't got.

The longer the delay in building that nine miles of road 


in the Daytona district the faster our roads disappear, and the 
people of this district are also getting mighty anxious for 
action in the district on the Halifax.

CLOCKS OF THE NATION WILL BE 


TURNED FORWARD ON MARCH 30 


Will Be Shoved Up One Hour 


March in Compliance with 


ing Law Enacted by 


In compliance with the act of con- 


gress last year, the clocks of the na- 
tion will again be turned forward one 
tiour at 2 a. m. Sunday, March 30. 
This is in accordance with the day- 
ight saving plan of substituting one 
hour of sunlight at one end of the day 
for an hour of artificial light at the 
other. 


According to the provisions of the 


ict of congress, the clocks are turned 
forward one hour at 2 a. m. the last 
Sunday in March and are retarded 
one hour at the same hour the last 


at 2 A. M. the Last Sunday in 


Mandatory Daylight Sav- 
the Federal Congress. 


Sunday in October. 
The law went 


into effect one year ago this month. 
At that time the state of Florida was 
in the central time zone and was 
placed in the eastern time zone at the 
beginning of this year, consequently 
we get two advances in time within 
the year. 


Railroad officials have received in- 


formation from Washington that Di- 
rector General Hines has instructed 
the roads to turn their clocks forward 
one hour March 30. as provided by 
the law.

Driest Plate on Earth. 


The city of Payta, in Peru, is the 


driest place on earth. 
It is within 


five degrees of the equator, and the in- 
habitants see a shower on the average 
of about once in two years. Frequent- 
ly, six or eight years elapse between 
rainfalls, but when a shower does 
come, it lasts usually from 12 to 20 
hours. Strange as it may seem, there 
are seven species of annual plants 
which exist in this place, and the na- 
tives raise a kind of cotton with extra- 
long roots, which go down far into the 
soil and obtain moisture from the bed 
of an old, dried-up river which once

HOW SAILORS ARE TRAINED 


Naval Academy at Annapolis 
Gives 


Students Most Thorough Prepar- 


ation for Their Life Work. 


During the Civil war the Naval acad- 


emy was nujved to Newport, oa the 
historic Constitution, while its for- 
mer home at Annapolis was used as 
a base hospital by the army, writes 
C. H. Foster in Scribner's. 
On the 


academy's return to Annapolis, in 
1865, Vice Admiral Porter, the super- 
intendent, instituted regular dances, 
or "hops," and, most important of all 
his reforms, the hon'or system, by 
which a midshipman's word was not to 
be questioned. 


He also encouraged athletics in 


every way. In the presence of a 
throng of midshipmen he even boxed 
with one of them himself and allowed 
the nose of the vice admiral of the 
navy to be,smartly tapped by his en- 
thusiastic young opponent—to 
the 


manifest glee of the assembly and to 
the shuddering horror of the old navy 
when it it learned of this innovation. 


By the end of Porter's superinten- 


dency, in 1869, the Naval academy had 
worked out the system followed to the 
present day. Since 1851 academic 
work has not been interrupted by 
three years at sea. Through drills 
and summer cruises practical skill and 
seagoing habits have been acquired 
without sacrificing progress' in the 
theory and science of the naval pro- 
fession. During their four years at 
the academy Us graduates have felt 
its potent spell and have afterward 
won honor for it and themselves. The 
results achieved challenge comparison 
with those of any college, and have 
made a reputation second to none.

China and the Bean. 


The bean plays an important part la 


Chinese domestic economy, and, ac- 
cording to East and West News, one 
Of the specially desired qualifications 
of the Chinese matron, throughout the 
northern provinces, Is her ability to 
concoct from beans—green, black and 
yellow—those staple dishes that the 
Chinese know as teu feu and Hang 
fen. 


The 'bean seldom appears on the 


Chinese table whole; it is not consid- 
ered as fit for food until It has been 
reduced to its essences and put up in 
the form of bean curd, or bean gelatin, 
which are for sale in every roadside 
foodshop of northern China. 


The art of producing these nourish- 


ing foods, which are the meat of the 
poor, Is to the rural Chinese woman 
what the making of butter, cheese 
and jam is to the Occidental house- 
wife. In the large cities bean ma- 
nipulation of that sort is a craft and 
a commercial activity, just as the mak- 
ing of jam and butter is In the large 
Cities of the West; but It can hardly 
•be called an industry, since It is still 
quite without organization. Vhe beans 
must be crushed, soaked, baked, boil- 
ed, strained, aud so on, before the es- 
sences appear.

At that time the state of Florida was 
in the central time zone and was 
placed in the eastern time zone at the 
beginning of this year, consequently 
we get two advances in time within 
the year.

the roads to turn their clocks forward 
one hour March 30. as provided b> 
the law.

HOW SAILORS ARE TRAINED 


Naval Academy at Annapolis Gives 


Students Most Thorough Prepar- 


ation for Their Life Work. 


During the Civil war the Naval acad- 


emy was nujved to Newport, on the 
historic Constitution, while its for- 
mer home at Annapolis was used as 
a base hospital by the army, writes 
C. H. Foster in Scribner's. 
On the 


academy's return to Annapolis, in 
1865, Vice Admiral Porter, the super- 
intendent, instituted regular dances, 
or "hops," and, most important of all 
his reforms, the honor system, by 
which a midshipman's word was not to 
be questioned. 


He also encouraged athletics in 


every way. 
In the presence of a 


throng of midshipmen he even boxed 
with one of them himself and allowed 
the nose of the vice admiral of the 
navy to be, smartly tapped by his en- 
thusiastic young opponent — to 
the 


manifest glee of the assembly and to 
the shuddering horror of the old navy 
when it it learned of this innovation. 


By the end of Porter's superinten- 


dency, in 1869, the Naval academy had 
worked out the system followed to the 
present day. Since 1851 academic 
work has not been interrupted by 
three years at sea. Through drills 
and summer cruises practical skill and 
seagoing habits have been acquired 
without sacrificing progress' in the 
theory and science of the naval pro- 
fession. During their four years at 
the academy its graduates have felt 
its potent spell and have afterward 
won honor for it and themselves. The 
results achieved challenge comparison 
with those of any college, and have 
made a reputation second to none.

Chinese domestic economy, and, ac- 
cording to East and West News, one 
at the specially desired qualifications 
of the Chinese matron, throughout the 
northern provinces, is her ability to 
concoct from beans—green, black and 
yellow—those staple dishes that the 
Chinese know as teu feu and Hang 
fen. 


The 'bean seldom appears on the 


Chinese table whole; it is not consid- 
ered as fit for food until It has been 
reduced to its essences and put up in 
the form of bean curd, or bean gelatin, 
which are for sale in every roadside 
foodshop of northern China. 


The art of producing these nourish- 


ing foods, which are the meat of the 
poor, is to the rural Chinese woman 
what the making of butter, cheese 
and jam is to the Occidental house- 
wife. In the large cities bean ma- 
nipulation of that sort is a craft anc 
a commercial activity, just as the mak- 
ing of jam and butter is in the large 
Cities of the West; but It can hardly 
be called an industry, since it is still 
quite without organization. 'j.'he beans 
must be crushed, soaked, baked, boil- 
ed, strained, aud so on, before the es- 
sences appear.
